Plate 1. 
Character of the Genus. 


The ScaszarD is oblong and obtuſe. 
The FLowtk is Bell-ſhaped, and its Petals are lanced. 
The CarsuLE is oblong oval, with three diviſions ; each holding ſeveral 
Seeds. Plate 1. abcdef.

Plate 1. Fig. 1. 


Character of the Species. Amaryllis Atamoſco. 
The Scabbard has only one Flower : its Petals are equal: and the Style 
and Filaments droop. Fig- 1. 6b c. 


This is a Perennial, native of the damp and ſhaded grounds in Virginia; a very ele- 
gant and beautiful Plant, of eight inches high. The Stalk with its Flower appears in 
Auguſt; the Leaves not till September, The Stalk is of a faint blueiſh green: the 
Leaves are of the ſame tinge, but ſomewhat darker : the Flower is of a delicate pale 
crimſon. 


2 YELLOW AMARYLULIS. 
Plate 1. Fig. 2. 


CharaQer of the Species. : Amaryllis Lutea. 
There is only one Flower on the Stalk ; its Petals are lanced and equal : 
the Style and Filaments are erect. Fig. 2. «bc. 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of Spain and Italy; a very beautiful Plant of five inches 
high, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a freſh and fair green: the Leaves are 
of a fine pleaſing green: the Flowers are of a beautiful yellow. The colour is much 
that of the Daffodills; and our Gardeners thence call it often the Autumnal Narciſſus. 


CAPE AMARYLIS. 


Plate 1. Fig. 3. 
Character of the Species. Amaryllis Capenſis. 


1 he Stalk ſupports only one Flower: the Scabbard ſtands far below it: 
the Petals are equal, and expanded : and the Style and Filaments are 
upright. Fig. 3. a be. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope: it covers the bottoms of riſing 
grounds, and grows ſrom the cracks of moiſt rocks. It riſes to eight inches high, and 
flowers in July. The Stalks are of a ſea green: the Leaves are of a fine freſh green, and 


have the aſpect of ſmall Flaggs : the Flower is of a delicate blue, with an eye of yellow.

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4 JACOBAAN AMARYLLIS. 


Plate 2. Fig. 1. 


Character of the Species. Amaryllis Formoſiſſima. 
There is but one Flower on the Stalk; its Petals are unequal and irregu- 


larly diſpoſed, three of them hanging down; with the Style and Fila- 
ments. Fig. 1. ab. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of South America; perhaps the moſt elegant and noble 
Plant of its kind, tho' all are beautiful: it grows to fourteen inches high, and flowers 
in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a light and pleaſing brown, with very little green in it, ex- 
cept towards the top: the Leaves are of a fine deep and ſtrong green: the Scabbard is 
of a deeper brown than the Stalk : the Flower is of the moſt glorious crimſon, a deep 
yet bright colour; rich in the higheſt degree; and, when viewed in certain lights, 


appears ſpangled with gold duſt. 


co MEXICAN AMARYLLEIS 


Plate 2. Fig. 2. 


Character of the Specics. Amaryllis Reginæ. 
The Stalk ſupports ſeveral Flowers; they are bell- ſhaped, equal, and waved 


a little at the edges: the Style and Filaments droop. Fig. 2. a ö. 


THis is a Perennial, native of Mexico, and of ſome of the Welt India Iſlands; a very 
noble and elegant Plant : it grows with a firm ſtem to a foot high ; and flowers in Au- 
guſt. The Stalk is of a grey green, ſtained with a deep and dutky brown: the 
Leaves, which appear afterwards, are of a good ſtrong green; the Flowers numerous 
and moſt elegant; they are of a delicate white, with ſome little tinge of green, eſpe— 
cially toward their baſe; and are ſtreaked, in a delicate manner, with a fine ſtrong 
crimſon. They reſemble the Bella Donna extremely ; but there is an abſolute and fixed 
difference: the Petals in this are waved at the edge, and ſtrait at the baſe ; whereas the 
Petals of the Bella Donna have a bend at the baſ-, and are ſtrait at the edges. 


This has been known by the name of the American Lilly, and Royal Lilly; and 
even writers of great merit have given it the term Lilium; as they have called 
others of this Genus Siſy rinchiums, Colchicums, and Narciſſus's; nay Tulips. 'Tis to the 
accuracy of the excellent Linnæus we owe the eſtabliſhing ſuch characters of this ele- 
gant race of Plants, as place them all together under one name ; as they are truly one in 
nature, If the Claſſical charaQters of that Author were as well arranged as his Specific, 
the world would have more obligations to him than to all other writers ; and himſelf, 
would he now ſet about it, enriched with his preſent ſtore of experience, would be in- 
deed immortal !

Plate 3. Fig. 1. 


Character of the Species. Amaryllis Biflora, 
The Stalk ſupports two Flowers : the Petals are lanced and hollowed : the 
Style and Filaments aſcend. Fig. 1. abc 4. 


This is a Perennial, native of Antigua, and other parts of the Weſt Indies; a very 
fine plant, conſpicuous and ſtriking in the higheſt degree ; and which preſerves its 
Flowers longer than moſt others of its kind. It grows to a foot high, and flowers in 
July. The Stalk is of a freſh and fine green, tho' there be in it a tinge of bluciſh : the 
Leaves are of the ſame fine green: the Scabbard is of a light yellowiſh brown : the 
Flowers are of a full deep ſcarlet ; tis not a glowing or a gaudy, but a rich and moſt 
noble colour : toward the baſes of the Petals, there is a tinge of yellow and of green ; 
and the rudiment of the Fruit, on which they ſtand, is of the richeſt green ; but grows 
brown after the Flower has fallen. 


.  OUERNSEY AMARTILIS. 
Plate 3. Fig. 2; 


Character of the Species. Amaryllis Sarnienſis. 
There grow many Flowers upon the Stalk ; their Petals are curled, and 
turned back : the Filaments and Style are ſhort. Fix. 4. ob 6 


Tuts is a Perennial, and as appears, native of the Iſland of Guernſey, from which it 
has its name ; but it is moſt probably otherwiſe ; and that it is native of the Eaſt or 
Weſt Indies ; whence ſome roots have been brought, and by ſome chance or other left 
upon the ſhore. It is a very beautiful Plant: it grows to fifteen inches high ; and 
flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a bright green, tinged with brown : the Leaves 
when they riſe, afterwards, have the ſame green colour : the Scabbard is of a very pale 
brown: the Flowers exceed almoſt every thing in beauty: they are collected into a na- 
tural noſegay; their undulated form is in the higheſt degree elegant; and their colour 
a delicate pale crimſon ; which as viewed in certain lights, appears like the Jacobzan 
Amaryllis, ſpangled all over with gold duſt.

CharaQer of the Species. Amaryllis Undulata. 
There are ſeveral Flowers on a Stalk : the Petals ſpread wide open, and 


are waved. 


T11s is a Perennial, native of the Weſt Indies; an elegant Plant: it grows to a 
foct high; and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is pale: the Leaves are of a freſh and 
plcaſing green: the Scabbard is pale brown: the Flowers are very elegant; they are of 
a delicate purpliſh crimſon.

Character of the Species. Amaryllis Orientalis. 
The Stalk ſupports many Flowers ; and their Petals are unequal and irre- 


gular : the Leaves are tongue-ſhaped, and ſmooth. fig. 1. ac. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies and Japan; a very ſingular and noble 
Plant : it grows to two foot high; and flowers in an amazing glory and profuſion in 
Auguſt. The Stalk is ſtrong, thick ridged, and of an olive brown : the Leaves are of 
a deep blue green on the upper ſide ; a fine rich colour; they are whitiſh, with a pearly 
hue underneath ; and their edges are tinged with crimſon: the Scabbard is of a 
duſky brown, with a light tinge of yellowiſh and of greeniſh : and the Flowers, 
which ſtand on long Footſtalks, ſpread themſelves out into a breadth, and with a pleaſing 
wildneſs ; which is not equalled by any other tuft : their colour is a delicate crimſon :

Tur length of Footſtalk to theſe Flowers gives us an eaſy view of ſome purple 
threads, which riſe among their baſes; and are a part not much attended to by Au- 
thors ; nor requiſite, upon their plan of Diſtinctive Characters: but in the progreſs 
of a Natural Method, they are very important. Of theſe I have ſpoken elſewhere * at 
large,

Character of the Species. Amaryllis Guttata, 
Many Flowers grow upon a Stalk: the Leaves are tongue-ſhaped, and 


eyc-laſhed. Fig. 2. a6, 


TH1s is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope ; a low but very elegant 
Plant: it ſcarce exceeds five inches in heighth ; and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a 
freſh and pleaſing green, tinged with a duſky brown : the Leaves are of a light and 
freſh graſs green, and have an edge of a kind of weak ſpines all round them : the Scab- 
bard is of the ſame dull brown, which ſtains the Stalk : the Flowers are numerous and 
elegant, finely diſpoſed, and of a beautiful pale roſe colour.

CharaQer of the Species. Amaryllis Bella Donna. 
There are ſeveral Flowers upon a Stalk : the Petals are equal, and have 


a bend at the baſe: the whole Flower is bell-ſhaped : and the Style 


and Filaments droop. Vis 4 

THis is a Perennial, native of our Weſt India Iſlands, and of Surinam; and has long 
been and will be for ever a favourite in our beſt gardens: it is a tall, ere, and very 
noble Plant. The Stalk, which riſes to more than two feet high, is firm, ribbed, and 
of a fine green, edg'd with an undulated Film of a light brown : the Leaves are of a fair 
graſs green : the Scabbard is pale and browniſh : the Flowers, which are as big as 
Lillies, throw themſelves every way with a noble freedom ; a pattern for the fancy of 
a painter : their colour is white, with a faint tinge of greeniſh in ſome places, 
which adds extremely to their beauty ; and they are ſtreaked along the backs of the 
Petals with a beautiful crimſon. 
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Character of the Species. Amaryllis Longifolia, 
There grow many Flowers upon a Stalk : they are bell-ſhaped ; and their 

Petals are equal : the Style and Filaments droop : the Stalk is flatted, 

and is not longer than the tuft of Flowers. Fis. 2. 4 

TH1s is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope; a low, but extremely ele- 
gant Plant. The Stalk ſcarce riſes to more than four inches, and difplays its glorious tuft 
of Flowers in July: the Stalk is flat edged, and of a dull and dead ſea green: the Leaves 
are of the ſame dull and deep blueiſh green: the Scabbard is of a faint brown: the 
Flowers are large altho' the Plant be humble ; they ſpread into an elegant tuft with great 
wildneſs and freedom; and their colour is a ſtrong and fine crimſon.

The ScaBrarD is oblong, compreſs'd, hollowed; and opens ſideways. 

The FLowtk has a Cup in its centre, bell-ſhaped, and open: the fix Petals 
ſtand round this, fixed to it near the baſe ; they are oval and pointed. 

The CarsuLE is oval, with three ribs and three cells, each holding ſeveral

Character of the Species. | Narciſſus Poeticus. 
There is but one Flower on a Stalk : the Cup is ſhort and wheel'd, and 
rugged at the edge. Fig. 1. ab. 


TH1s is a Perennial, native of Spain and the South of France; a very elegant Plant: 
it grows to ten inches high, and flowers in April. The Stalk is of a pale greyiſh green : 
the Leaves are of a freſh and very fine green : the Scabbard is pale brown : the Flower 
is ſnow white, with a purple circle at the edge of the Cup. : 


2 BASTARD DATFODITE L 


Plate 6. Fig. 2. 
CharaQer of the Species. Narciſſus Pſeudo Narciſſus. 


There is only one Flower upon the Stalk : the Cup is conic, and curled 


at the rim; and is as long as the Petals, which are oval. 
Fig. 2. a bc. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of our own woods, and very common among the fruit 
trees in old orchards ; into which it has been brought thence : it grows to ten inches or 
a foot high, and flowers in April. The Stalk is of a pale blueiſh green : the Leaves 
are alſo of a faint blueiſh green: the Scabbard is of a duſky brown: the Flower is 


yellow all over. 
z. T WO-COLOURED DAFFODILL 


Plate 6. Fig. 3. 

Character of the Species. Narciſſus Bicolor. 
There is only one Flower on the Stalk: the Cup is bell-ſhaped, and 
deep curled at the rim; and is of the length of the Petals. 

Fig. 3. abc, 

THis is a Perennial, native of Italy; a handſome Plant of a foot high, flowering 

in April. The Stalk is of a pale green: the Leaves are of a freſh and pleaſing green, 

tho' ſcarce darker than the Stalk : the Scabbard is of a very faint brown : the Flower 
is very elegant: its great Cup is yellow, and the Petals are white. 
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4+ LITTLE -DAFFODILL 


Plate 7. Fig. 1. 


Character of the Species. Narciſſus Minor. 
There is only one Flower on the Stalk: its Cup is conic, with the 


mouth largeſt, and cut into fix diviſions: the Petals are of the 
length of the Cup. Fig. 1. ab cd, 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of Spain; a very pretty Plant, of about eight inches high, 
flowering in Auguſt : the Stalk is firm, tho' low; and of a deep green: the Leaves 
are at leaſt as tall as the Stalk; they are firm, ſmooth, and of a very fine green. 
One Flower throws itſelf forward from the top of the Stalk ; and has ſeldom any 
remains of the Scabbard after it is opened ; but ſtands upon the green rib'd rudiment 
of the Fruit : it is large and beautiful, and is naturally of a pale yellow, little more tinged 
than the Primroſe; but it admits of great variation in this reſpect. In Spain, if it ſtand 
open to the ſun, 'tis nearly gold colour ; if in a ſhadowy place, 'tis almoſt white: in 
our gardens the Petals are often white, and the verge of the Cups ; only the body of 
that part ſhewing any yellowneſs. 
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5, MUS K DAF FO PDILI. 


Plate 7. Fig. 2. 


Character of the Species. Narciſſus Moſchatus. 
There is only one Flower upon a Stalk : the Cup of it is cylindric, cut 


off ſtrait, and nurled at the top: the Petals are oblong, and of the 
length of the Cup. Fig. 2. abc. 


THrts is a Perennial, native of the fides of hills, where there is ſhade and moiſture ; 
in Spain, in Italy, and Minorca. It is a pretty Plant : it grows to ten inches high, 
and flowers in June. The Stalk is of a light grey green : the Leaves are of a blueiſh 
green; a very bright and beautiful colour: the Flower is white, only there is ſome- 
times a very little tinge of greeniſh or yellowiſh at the baſe of the Petals. This alſo has 
its variations, however, of colour: it ſtands recorded, as far back as the times of 
Carpa Bauhine, for a yellow Cup; and I have ſcen it here at Bayſwater, even while the 
Cup retained its native white, with the Petals themſelves of a true Jonquille yellow.

Character of the Species. Narciſſus Calathinus. 
There grow many Flowers upon a Stalk : the Cup is wide and conic, 


and is of the length of the Petals: the Leaves are flat. 
Fig. 1. abecde. 


THis a Perennial, native of Spain and Portugal, and of the Greek Iflands ; a very 
elegant Plant; and very well known in our gardens ; where there are almoſt infinite 
varieties of it: it grows to a foot high, and flowers in May. The Stalk and Leaves are 
of a blueiſh green: the Scabbard is of a faint brown: the Flowers are naturally of a good 
plain yellow. Tis thus it appears about the edges of the vineyards in Spain and Portu- 
gal; and thus we became firſt acquainted with it in our gardens ; where we called it 
the Polyanthous Narciſſus : but its own eaſy turn to variety; and the art and ingenuity 
of gardeners here and in Holland, have produced Plants with pale yellow Petals, and 
orange-coloured Cups ; others with deep gold yellow Petals, and primroſe-coloured 
Cups : and which, according to their method of giving names, they have called the 
Noſegay, the Triumphant, the Madhouſe, and the Golden Sun. Others they have 
raiſed in the ſame way, with the Cup of various degrees of yellow, and the Petals 
white: and theſe they have diſtinguiſhed by like names of, the Superb, the "Ow 
ſant, the Czar, and the Czarina. 


7. TAZETTAN DAFEFODISLS L. 
Plate 8. Fig. 2. 


CharaQer of the Species. Narciſſus Taxetta. 


The Stalk ſupports ſeveral Flowers : their Cup is bell-ſhaped ; even at the 


mouth ; and much ſhorter than the Petals : the Leaves are flat. 
Fig. 2, abcd. 


TH1s is a Perennial, native of Spain, and of the South of France; a very beautiful and 
noble Plant: it grows to a foot high, and flowers in Auguſt, The Stalk is of a bright 
green: the Leaves are alſo of a fair and pleafing green: the Scabbard is of a duſky 
brown: the Flowers are yellow. Theſe alſo, in our gardens, ſhew a multitude of little, 
but pleaſing variations. |

Character of the Species. Narciſſus Odorus. 
The Stalk ſupports either one, or two, or three Flowers : their Cup is 


bell-ſhaped ; and cut into fix deep Segments: the Petals are double 


the length of the Cup. Fig. 3. 456 4. 


Tus is a Perennial, native of Spain; a very handſome Plant: it grows to ten inches 
high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a freſh green : the Leaves are of the ſame 
freſh green, with a very little tinge of yellowiſh : the Scabbard is dark brown: the 
Flowers are of a very fine yellow ; they have a ſtrong and peculiar ſmell.

9. TRIANDROUS DAFFODILL. 


Plate 9. Fig. 1. 


Character of the Species. Narciſſus Triandrus. 
One Flower, or at moſt two, grow on a Stalk: the Cup ſpreads a little 


at the mouth, and is nurled; it is but about half as long as the Petals : 
and there are only three Filaments. . 1. bel 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Pyrenees; a ſinall and ſimple-looking Plant; but 
not without its ſingularity or beauty : it grows in a ſpare and narrow way, to nine or 
ten inches high ; and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a greyith green: the Leaves 
are alſo of a greyiſh or blueiſh green: the Flower is white; often {tained alſo more or 
leſs with green. 


Ix, all the Daffodills, fix Filaments, with their yellow heads, are conſpicuous enough 
in the natural Flowers; here there are but three: but this only ſeems to break in upon 
the Sexual character; for proportion often muſt be obſerved with variation in numbers; 
and, however ſtrange the aſſertion may appear to ſome, the difference in nature be- 
tween three and fix Filaments, is trifling ; altho' the difference between three and four 
would be important. 


16 TRELODA TS DAFFODEIELEUDE, 


Plate 9. Fig. 2. 
Character of the Species. Narciſſus Trilobus. 
About three Flowers grow upon a Stalk ; their Cup is half as long as the 


Petals ; and is irregularly cut into three parts at the mouth. 
Fig. 2. 4 0d. 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of Spain; a pretty Plant, of a foot high, flowering in 
Auguſt. The Stalk is of a pale green: the Leaves are of a faint greyiſh green, uſually 
tinged more or leſs with brown : the Flowers are of an extremely pale yellow, almoſt 
white.

Plate 9. Fig. 3. 
Character of the Species. Narciſſus Orientalis. 
Two Flowers grow upon a Stalk : their Cup is but a third part as long 


as the Petals; and is cut into three parts; and cach Segment nipped. 
Fig. 3. 46 c. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Greek Iſlands; a handſome Plant, of a foot 
hich, flowering in July. The Stalk is of a faint grey green, ſtained in many parts 
with brown: the Leaves are of a greyiſh, or bluciſh green; a full ſtrong colour: 
the Petals of the Flowers are white ; and ſometimes alſo the Cup ; but more uſually 
that is of a faint yellowiſh, 
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1 LATE DAFFTODTEL Is 


Plate 10. Fig. 1. 


CharaQer of the Species. Narciſſus Serotinus. 


Only one Flower grows upon the Stalk : its Cup is extremely ſhort ; and 
is cut into fix rounded diviſions. Fie. 1..#be. 


THr1s is a Perennial, native of Spain and Barbary ; a very poor little Plant, ſcarce 
riſing to five inches high; and flowering late in Autumn. The Stalk is ſlender, weak, 
and of a faint green: the Leaves are alſo of a pale green: the Scabbard is of a duſky 
brown : and the Flower is white ; often more or leſs ting'd alſo with a duſky green. 


1 JONQUILLE DAFFO DIL I. 


Plate 10. Fig. 2. 


Character of the Species. Narciſſus Jonquilla. 


The Stalk ſupports many Flowers: their Cup is ſhort, and bell-ſhaped : 


the Leaves of the Plant are rounded, and awl-ſhaped. 
Fig. 2. abc 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of the wet ſpungy grounds of Spain and Italy; a Plant 
of great prettineſs, and of a tranſcendent ſweetneſs in the Flowers : it grows to ten 
inches high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a faint green: the Leaves are alſo 
of a dead green, a little tinged with cheſnut colour at the baſe : the Flowers are of a 
pale and very delicate yellow, and of a ſcent that ſcarcely any thing equals. Our Floriſts 
have raiſed three varieties of this; one with larger Flowers; one with ſemi-double; and 
another with perfectly double Flowers: of theſe, the firſt approaches too much to 
ſome other of the Narcifſus's ; the laſt is by far the moſt beautiful; but till the natural 


Plant has the fineſt ſcent. 


14. BULBOCODIAN DAFFODILL.

There is no end of the names and number of the varieties which culture has given 
us from this original Plant : all colours, and all ſhades of colours are ſeen in it; and it 
will grow beautifully double.

The antient Anthericon had crimſon Flowers ; nay, they 
were of the moſt bright and florid crimſon ; inſomuch that all the florid reds became 
called a,Zuͤu rauf, Antherine colours, for that reaſon. Theſe are all white, or yel- 
low, except the ſingle ſpecies of our own, which has a bluſh of redneſs ; but this could 
not be known to the old Greeks : nor has its Flower, at beſt, any pretenſion to an An- 


therine colour.

it from thoſe, which come into pod later.

All theſe, 
tho' perplexing in Artificial Methods, are the leading inſtances in one truly Natural; ſhew- 
ing that gradation thro' intermediate Plants, by which Nature deſtroys Claſſes, by 
uniting all Plants into one equidiſtant ſcale.

In its native and ſimple ſtate, the Plant has a great deal of beauty; but when it has 
paſſed thro' the Gardener and the Floriſt's hands, its elegance is not to be deſcribed; nor 
its pleaſing varieties enumerated : we ſee the Flowers white, red, blue, purple, greeniſh, 
yellowiſh, orange-coloured, and with all the ſhades of theſe ſeveral colours intermixed. 

The eye may 
be entertained many hours over a ſingle bed of flowering Anemones ; and a ſmall vo- 
lume would ſcarce hold the filly names the fanciers, as they call themſelves, of Flowers
